to prohibit the sympathetic 
strike called as a demonstration 
against the occupation of the 
Ruhr, and accordingly there will 
be a cessation of work for 30 
minutes, beginning at 11 o’clock 
Monday morning, throughout 
the occupied territory. 

This is the first instance of the 
commission waiving the’ ordi- 
nance forbidding strikes. The 
decision was taken on the ground 
that the “mourning observance” 
as the strike is designated, does 
not come within the provisions of 
the ordinance.

The ma- 
chine has a weight of 3600 pounds 
and has four lifting screws actuated 
by a 170-horsepower motor.

Mesopotamia, the Kingdom of The 
Hedjas, Palestine and Albania. but 
the Turks insisted that all debts in- 
curred by Turkey during the war 
should also be distributed among 
these states. These debts, they said. 
were incurred for the good of all the 
former Turkish empire.

“Men 
must earn in terms of cortribution 
to production,” he said. 

Emery said that the growing con- 
flict between business and Govern- 
| ment was being caused by a growth 
_in the restricting laws of the coun- 
try. “The business of government 
'becomes in greater degree the gov-| 
'ernment of business,’ he declared. 
| “America is fast becoming a lead- 
'er in the production, among other 
| things, of laws,” he said. “All reg- 
'ulation implies restriction in indi- 
vidual or collective conduct or the 
use of property. The mere volume 
of enactments, apart from their 
method or purpose, becomes itself 
'a serious issue.”’ 

Emery remarked that in many 
| states sovereign rights were being 
| given up for Federal appropriations. 
He said a disruption of political par- 
ties was resulting from the present-- 
| day economic and political upheaval. 

“Phe House of Depresentatives is 
| becoming a House of Delegates,” he 
‘said. “A delegate is a man whose 
‘mind is made up before he votes; a 
| representative is one who listens to 
| debate and votes in an intelligent

John Brophy, president of Distric: 
No. 2 of the United Mine Workers cf 
America—writing in the Labor Ave 
—states his solution of the 
problem. He wants public owner- 
ship and democratic management of 
the mines. 
following points: 

1. A Secretary of Mines in 
President’s Cabinet. 

2. A Federal] Commission of 
Mines, part of whose membership is 
to be appointed. directly by 
technical and industrial -bodies. Ths

commission is to represent the con- |. 


sumers. 

3. This commission is to decide 
upon matters of policy, and is not to 
have any part in the administration 
of the mines. 

4. For purposes of administration 
there are to be national, regional 
and local administrative councils, in- 
cluding representatives of techn)- 
cians, miners and the public. 

5. A wage scale commission, made 
up jointly of the directors of the in- 
dustry and miners. Colléctive bar- 
gaining is to be preserved and per- 
fected. The right to strike is to be 
affirmed and maintained. 

Brophy calls this the Miners’ 
American Pian. It is indeed truly 
American—whereas the union-bust- 
ing “American Plan” of certain em- 
ployers is a fraud. No plan is truly 
American which does not contem- 
plate giving everybody a fair deal.

Something stirred inside Eytinge. He looked 
over the wreckage of himself which had been 
shoveld into prison and decided to make a man 
of it. I visited him in prison many times, and 
in our conversations, he never failed to credit 
to the prison reform system whatever progress 
he had made. : 

His tireless energies were spurred by the success 
of selling the prison-made trinkets, and he began 
to read magazines, especially the advertisements. 
He decided he would be a writer of advertise- 
ments. 


Had an Office in Prison 


When I saw him first in 1915 he already had 
made a place and a name for himself in the 
advertising world. He had an office in one end 
of a mess hall and the wall was decorated with 
hundreds of signed photographs sent to him from 
all over America. Each annual convention of 
advertising clubs passed strong resolutions de- 
manding his immediate release.

Eytinge had the best counsel his hopeless fam- 
ily could provide... He was brought into court 
on a stretcher, and blood drooled from his lips 
throughout the trial. Guilty was the immediate 
verdict. Eleven jurors favored the death penalty, 
but the twelfth stood for imprisonment because 
it was so apparent the prisoner was on the edge 
of the grave from consumption. 


So the sentence was life imprisonment, and 
_he was taken to Yuma in a baggage car, on a 
The Arizona prison in Yuma was the worst 
in the United States and one of the worst in 
the world. Penned in by four white walls, the 
offenders against society worked at whatever 
they could find to do under a burning sum which 
sent the mercury up to 110 or 20 or 30. he 
weaklings died and the strong men went mad.

Bytinge failed to die within two months as the 
prison doctor had said he would when he “weighed 
in” at 119 pounds. The Arizona sun has cured 
worse cases of T. B. than that. Pretty soon 
Eytinge was sitting up in the chronic ward, try- 
ing to plait bridles of horsehair, as the other 
prisoners did. All sorts of trinkets were made 
in the prison, and by the time Eytinge could walk 
about he had formulated a plan for organizing 
their efforts, building up a sales agency, and 
getting some system into the business, Possibly 
his early plan. included some method by which 
he was to take the profits. 


He attended to the selling by writing letters, 


and as a letter writer, I firmly believe he leads 
the world today. His letters vibrate with his’ 


own personality, and he can put into one paYa- - 


graph, without crowding or congestion, more of 
the solid meat of what he has to say than any’ 
epistolary writer now operating in the public 
field.

Crop and Market Reports Have 
Proven Its Utility. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace | 


states that as a means of getting 
market information to the country, 
radio is growing popular. Although 
still in the experimental stage, he 
says radio broadcasting gives prom- 
ise of great future usefulness. 

The first agriclutural news bulle- 
tins were broadcasted from the Bu- 
reau of Standards on Dec. 16, 1920. 

Now, two years after its inception, 
the Department of Agriculture has 
practically a nation-wide broadcast- 
ing service for weather, crop and 
market reports by\ radio, telegraph 
and telephone. Radio is held as an 
invaluable means of immediately 
getting news on agricultural affairs 
to the farmers and others interested 
in food production and marketing. 
From 61 radio transmitting stations 
of the Navy, Postoffice, State Agri- 
cultural Colleges and other agencies 
market information is broadcasted 
daily. Requests for an extension of 
this service from other localities 
have had to be denied by the de- 
partment, due to lack of funds, Sec- 
retary Wallace states.

National Laws There Prevent the 
Use of Amateur Apparatus of 
All Kinds.

in Denmark,

hoped radio telephony, now that its 
advantages have been clearly dem- 
onstrated there, will soon leave the 


experimental stage and enter into 
practical service. 

Experiments to acquaint the pub- 
lic with this modern means of com- 
munication began in August, with di- 
‘rect wireless communication between 
Copenhagen Scandinavian- 
American line ship off the coast of 
Norway while en route to the United 
States. Recently the Danish Radio 
Co., which has installed nearly all 
the radio equipment on ships of that 
country, established radiophone 
‘communication between one of the 
Copenhagen telegraph news bureaus 
;and Helsingr, about 30 miles away. 
| A delay in the natural develop- 
ment in the popular field has been 
caused through the fact that nation- 
ial laws forbid the use of all ama- 
teur radio telephone and telegraph 
apparatus. In spite of this law, 
however, there are said to be about 
1000 radio amateurs in Denmark. 
Several firms and institutions have 
succeeded in securing permission to 
operate for technical * purposes. 
Nothing will be done open the 
air to amateurs and public broad- 
casters, it is said until after the 
‘international radio communications 
conference meets in the spring. 

Prospects for future developments 
in Denmark are believed to be good. 
4f laws permitting the use of amateur 
apparatus are enacted.

She saw to it that 
persons who could not afford to de- 
vote all their time to this work lost 
nothing by following her lead. She 
sent her own automobiles, of which 
she had several, for use throughout 
her section of the State. She char- 
tered others and one man, who con- 
ducted an automobile service line in 
Hemphill at that time, admitted that 
Mrs. Knox's account with him was 
$2700 for 11 months. 

At Christmas she never forgot any- 
one. She would hold conferences 
with merchants in the town several 
weeks before Christmas and placed 
large orders for candies, toys and the 
like, with which she generously con- 
tributed to the happiness of children 
for whom Christmas otherwise held 
no alluring and promising outlook. . 

She experienced great happiness 
by making others happy. She made 
determined attempts to eliminate 
poverty and gave her efforts toward 
improving living conditions of poorer 
persons in the town. 

Her charities were so numerous 
that Hemphill residents tell of im- 
positions that were practiced upon 
her. Persons, who really did not 
deserve her bounties, received them 
simply by appeals to Mra. Knox's 
passion for giving. She was not sus- 
ceptible to flattery, especially. But 
she could not withstand an appeal, 
even though that appeal might lack 
all the elements of sincerity. 

That was one side of the nature 
of the woman who now stands 
charged with the greatest of crimes 
against lew.

MMEDIATELY upon my arrival in London I was 
interviewed. by the press. I was interviewed in 
all 20 times, I am not saying this in &ny spirit 


of elation or boastfulness...I am simply stating | 


it as a fact—interviewed 20 times, 18 times by 

men and twice by women. But as I feel that 

-the results*of these interviews were not all that 

I could have Wished, I think it well to make some pub 
lic explanation of what happened- ‘“ 

The truth is that we do this thing so differently 

over in America that I was for the time being com- 


pletely thrown off \my bearings. The questions that , 


I had every right to expect after many years of Amer- 
ican and Canadian interviews failed to appear. 

I pass over the fact that being interviewed for five 
hours is a fatiguing process. I lay no claim to ex- 
emption for that. But to that no doubt was due the 
singular discrepancies as to my physical appearance 
which‘I detected in the London papers. 

The young man who interviewed me immediately 
after breakfast described me as “a brisk, energetic 
man, still on the right sidé of 40, with energy in every 
movement.” : 

* The lady who wrote me up at 11:30 reported that my 
hair was turning gray, and that there was “a peculiar 
languor” in my manner. 

And at the end the boy who took me over at 1:45 
said: “The old gentleman sank wearily upon a chair 
in the hotel lounge. His hair is almost white.” 7 

The trouble is that I had not understood that Lon- 
don reporters are supposed to look at a man’s per- 
sonal appearance. In America we never bother with 
that. We simply describe him as a “dynamo.” For 
some reason or other it always pleases everybody to 
be called a “dynamo,” and the readers, at least with 
us, like to read about people who are “dynamos,” and 
hardly care for anything else. 

In the case of very old men we sometimes call them 
“battlehorses” or “extinct volcanoes,” but beyond these 
three classes we hardly venture on description. So I 
was misled. I had expected that the reporter would 
say: “As soon as Mr. Leacock came across the floor 
we felt we were in the presence of a ‘dynamo’ (or an 
‘extinct battle horse,’ as the case may be).’”” Otherwise 
I would have kept up those energetic movements all 
the morning. 

The more serious trouble was the questions put to 
me by the reporters. Over in our chief centers of 
population we use another set altogether. I am think- 
ing here especially of the kind of interview that I 
have given out in Youngstown, O., and Richmond, Ind., 
and Peterborough, Ontario. In all these places—for ex- 
ample, in Youngstown, O.—the 
reporter asks as his first ques- 

, tion: “What is your impression 
of Youngstown?” ., / 

In London they don’t. They 
seem indifferent to the fate of 
their’ city. Perhaps it is only 
English pride. For all I know 
they may have been burning to 
know this, just as the Youngs- 
town, O., people are, and were 
too proud to ask. In any case I 
will insert here the answer I had 
written out in my pocketbook 
{one copy for each paper—the 
way we do it in Youngstown), 
and which read: 

“London strikes me as emphat- 
ically a city with a future. Stand- . 
ing.as shé does in the heart of a 
rich agricultural district, with 
railroad connection in all direc- 
tions, and resting, as she must, 


esy that she will one day be a 
great city.” 

The advantage of this is that — 
it enables the reporter to get just 
the right kind of heading: 
“Prophesies Bright Future f . 
London.” Had that been aa 
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er there than it does today—unless the London people 
fare very different from the people in Youngstown, 

which I doubt. As it is, they don’t khow whether their 

future is bright or as k as mud. . ; : 

If the ‘first question had been handled properly it 
Would have led up by an easy and pleasant transition 
to question two, which always runs: “Have you seen 
our factories?” To which the answer is: 

“I have. I was taken out early this morning by a 
group of your citizens (whom I cannot thank enough) 
in a Ford car to look at your pail and bucket works. 
At 11:30 I was taken out by a second group, in what 
was apparently the same car, to see your soap works. 
I understand that you are the second nail-making cen- 
ter west of the Alleghenies, and I am amazed and ap- 
palled. This afternoon I am to be taken out to see 
your wonderful system of disposing of sewage, a thing 
which fascinated me from childhood.” " 

Now I am not offering any criticism of the London 
system of interviewing, but one sees at once how easy 
afid friendly for all concerned this Youngstown method 
is; how much better it works than the London method 
of asking questions about literature and art and diffi- 
cult things of that sort. I am sure that there must 
be soap works and perhaps a pail factory somewhere 
in London. But.during my entire time of residence 
there no one ever offered to take me to them. As for 
the sewerage—oh, well, I suppose we are more hos- 
pitable in America.
